Teuton Allies Sweep On. 
London, July 2. 
The Austro-Oer- 
man steam roller continues to crush 
Russian opposition in the southeast 
em section of the battle front, accord 
Ing to dispatches from Uetrograd, Ber­ 
lin and Vienna. 
On the eastern front every change 
leaves W arsaw, the capital of Russian 
Poland, more open to the drive which 
the Germ ans and Austro-llungariaus 
evidently 
are 
making toward that 
city. 
So steadily have the Teuton forces 
progressed on all these fronts that 
there are indications that a wedge is 
being 
driven 
through the Russian 
right w’ing, isolating that se* tion from 
the main arm ies of Grand Duke Nich­ 
olas falling back from J/emberg. 
The 
w’edge 
appears to be going 
through by way of R i v a Ruska and 
the Russian right is being turned and 
driven north into Poland through the 
forests to the north of the Tanew 
river. 
Except that such a m ovem ent suc­ 
cessfully driven home would 
break 
the continuity preserved by the grand 
duke along the entire fropt In this 
section, no immediate danger to the 
former is feared. 
The Russian right can retire toward 
W arsaw, wnere it will effect a June 
Hon with the defensive lines which 
have been holding positions in the 
Pillca river section for months. 
Although railing hack, the army of 
General Ivanoff is putting up a stiff 
resistance in the Gnlla Llpa river sec 
lion and is directed upon Tarnapol, 
which is the last of the larger towns 
of Galicia in Russian hands. This is 
to be the next position attacked by 
the Teutons and it is doubtful if the 
Russians will try to hold it. 
They 
are 
simply 
retreating, 
de­ 
stroying all railroads, 
bridges 
and 
roads as they go, aad every forward 
step taken by the Teutons is drawing 
them further and further from their 
bases, the sources of supply for their 
big guns, which have made them suc­ 
cessful in this campaign. 


Paris, July 2.- The German aggres­ 
sive In the Argonne region, whose 
partial success was admitted, has been 
checked, according to the official war 
office communication. 
The 
German 
success was gained 
near Bagatelle, w'here the last of the 
violent attacks gave the Germ ans a 
foothold among the French positions. 
The Germans employed 24,000 men in 
their attack in this region. 
The French war office report says: 
"W ednesday night passed quietly In 
the north in the vicinity of Arras, and 
as far as Champagne. The German at­ 
tack in the Argonne, reported Wed­ 
nesday. was particularly violent. It Is

m e n ». This attack, however, was en­ 
tirely checked. Furtherm ore, two fresh 
movements against our trenches at 
the east of the Benarville road were 
repulsed.

In other words, linkers, like other 
business men, are coming to 
realize 
that advertising, if it is worth doing 
it all, is worth

intelligently,

deavor. It is my firm conviction 
that 
the banking 
institutions 
of 
almost 
any city in this country 
could 
with 
advantage get together in a campaign 
for the common good of those insti­ 
tutions and 
of 
the 
community 
of 
which thev are a part. 
It seems a clear case when one c« n- 
siders the 
subject 
thoughtfully. 
In 
any city of the 
United States where 
normal conditions obtain, we 
find 
u 
number of commercial banks, a num- 
lier of savings banks and a 
number 
of trust companies. Within those sep­ 
arate groups, at any rate, 
the 
ser­ 
vices of all institutions are very sim­ 
ilar. AII commercial banks do approx­ 
imately the same kind 
of 
business; 
all savings banks serve practically the 
same end; 
all trust companies 
per­ 
form essentially the 
same 
function. 
Morever, there are 
functions which 
all three have in common, so the in­ 
terests of the banking institutions in 


a «'iven community are very 
largely 
the same. 
Proposed Campaign 
Then why not stand together and in 
a w’ell planned, prolonged 
campaign 
of publicity, endeavor to inform 
and 
educate 
the 
masses 
to

aims, 
functions and practical services of the 
banks and trust companies? 
It s quite obvious that 
community 
advertising for banks can be most ef­

Second—Educate the public to

in­ 
stitutions. Ton many people look upon 
a bank as merely “a place to put your 
money,” losing sight entirely of 
the 
important part which the bank plays 
in maintaining the prosperity of the 
business community. 
Third—Increase 
the 
stream 
of 
small 
contributions of 
capital 
into 
channels of legitimate business, 
and 
diminish the stream which flows into 
the illegitimate channels where 
the 
money is finally lost in the “slough of 
despond.” 
The people ought 
to 
be 
taught that banks of deposit are like 
reservoirs which collect capital 
from 
many small sources for use when and 
where most needed for 
carrying 
on 
the business life of the community. 
Fourth— Educate the 
people to a 
higher standard of thrift, 
and 
thus 
actually increase the working capital 
of the community. 
America 
has 
a 
long way to go before it can approach 
the record of France, for instance, for 
widespread thrift, 
and 
consequent 
widespread ability to invest in high- 
class securities. 
Fifth—Stabilize the finances of any 
given community, and if carried 
on 
by many tow’ns and cities throughout 
the country, 
exercise 
a 
stabilizing 
influence on the finances of the nation 
and in turn on the finances 
of

world. 


Sixth—Increase the effectiveness of
